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CLYDE BUILT IN CENTRE OF RICH 
FARMING DISTRICT 47 YEARS AGO 


Total area of the Clyde farming district comprises ap- 
proximately 84,000 acres according to a government economic 
survey made recently. Of this area 37,975 acres are under 
cultivation and the remainder is pasture land and wooded 


areas, 

Based on information obtained 
from long time farmers of the dis- 
trict the average crop yield per 
acre over the past 20 years is as 
follows: wheat, 20 to 24 bushels; 
barley, 25 to 30 bushels; oats, 30 
to 40 bushels. 

Four grain elevators in Clyde, 
provide storage facilities for 
250,000 bushels of grain. Records 
for 1950 show 50,000 bushels of 
wheat and 120,000 bushels of 
coarse grains having been shipped 
from Clyde by rail. There were 
46,000 dozens of eggs shipped out. 

Altitude is 2,142 ft. Temper- 
ature averages are: mean sum- 

mer temperature, 52 degrees F; 

mean winter temperature, 20 

degrees F. average yearly tem- 

perature, 34 degrees F. 

Average yearly rainfall, 12.34 
inches; average yearly snowfall, 
53.4 inches; total yearly precipita- 
tion, 17.62 inches. 

Clyde Consolidated School is in 
the Westlock School District. This 
district was formed in 1917 from 
a combination of the old Dun- 
gannon school district, Violet Hill 
Schoo] District and Clyde Village 
School District. It was the first 
consolidated school district in 
Northern Alberta. 

There are two school buildings 
in Clyde having a total of six class 
rooms that are at present accom-

modating 190 pupids. Grades 1-12 
are taught by a staff of six teach- 
ers. 


Total area of village is 104.6 
acres. Village population ac- 
cording to 1946 Dominion cen- 
eus was 150; 1950 local census, 
233. 


When the Canadian Northern 
Railway, now Canadian National, 
began building a line from Edmon- 
ton to the Athabaska Landing. 
Clyde became the nucleus around 
which a community of consider- 
able importance began to grow. 

Forty-seven years ago, the new 
community decided just what spot 
upon the prairie it would occupy. 
The Canadian Northern Railway 
purchased a quarter section of 
land which had belonged to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway and de- 
creed that Clyde should be the 
commercial centre of the area 
known as the Pembina District. 


Among the early pioneers are 
the names: Mr. John Zaczkow- 
ski, J. M. Lelndecker, Knud Ol- 
son, A. E. McEwan, Walter 
Weidreck, George Clyde, George 
Beaton, E. Erickson Neil 
Forbes and John McLaughlin. 


John Zacgkowski settled in the 
district in 1903 and immediately 
began breaking land to develop his 
farm. As a sideline, he began a 
lumbering business and in 1906, 
brought in a saw mill and cut lum- 
ber for the new homes of incom-

This was the first 
sawmill in the north country and 
was located near Reed Lake. 

J. M. Leindecker, with his father 
and brother Antone, came_ to 
Clyde in 1904. They homesteaded 
and also bought a parcel of CPR 
land. 


FIRST POST OFFICE 

George Clyde, homesteaded a 
quarter section in 1905 and in 
1906 a post office was granted 
for the district. It was located at 
Mr. Clyde’s house and George 
Clyde became the first district 
postmaster. The same year how- 
ever, he turned the postmaster- 
ship over to Walter Weidrick. 
Weidrick then started a_ store 
which he sold to H. W. Nickerson 
in 1911. 

There was an attempt to start a 
town on the Clyde place but when 
the Canadian Northern Railway 
came with survey men and con- 
struction crews, they built a rail- 
way station and surveyed a town- 
site at the same time. Mr. Nicker- 
son was quick to realize that his 
store on the Clyde place would 
soon be of little value, and built 
a large store on the main street 
of the newly surveyed townsite. 


BUILDING UP 


Immediately following, a livery 
barn was built and J. H. Cole 
erected a three-storey hotel. 
Buildings began to rise on both 
sides of main street as stores, 
restaurants, a pool hall, black- 
smith shon, and implement stores 
were built. 

The first administrator was FH. 
W. Nickerson who served as reeve 
in 1914. When Clyde was incor- 
porated a village in the latter part 
of the same year, Mr. Nickers6n 
served as mayor of Clyde with K. 
Olson and FE. McEwan as coun- 
cillors. The first school meeting 
was held in 1907, at which time &. 
Donald, G. Walks and E. Erick- 
son were elected as school trus- 
tees. The following vear, a school 
was built and Bert Pathuddo be- 
came the district’s first school 
teacher. 

EARLY SALARIES 

Early records show interesting 
and amusing figures regarding 
salaries paid for various positions 
at that time. Mr. P. I. Dall, the 
district health officer in 1914 re- 
ceived a salary of $45 per year. 
Samuel Swatfigure, constable, was 
paid $1 per month. Bert Pathullo, 
the first school teacher, received 
$100 ner vear. 

Clyde has become more modern- 
ized, but has grown little in the 
past 20 years. The village was 
named “Clyde”’ after George D. 
Clyde, an early settler and the 
first postmaster of the district.

EDITORIAL PAGE 
Aggression Repulsed 


The present policy of the United Nations 
is not to settle political issues by force but to 
prevent the aggressor from imposing a settle- 
ment by force. 

The invasion of South Korea on June 
25, 1950, represented an attempt by Com- 
munists to profit by aggression. The resist- 
ance to that aggression, jf it succeeds in 
thwarting the purpose of the invaders, will 
successfully carry out the policy of the 
United Nations and make it apparent to the 
Communists that aggression is unprofitable. 

There is, of course, a political objective 
in connection with all of Korea. This is a 
unified, independent and democratic govern- 
ment. The aim had been accomplished in 
South Korea, but North Korea, under Rus- 
sian control, was no part of the scheme. No- 
body proposed an invasion of North Korea in 
order to establish a democratic regime in 
that part of the country. Consequently, our 
military operations have not been undertaken 
with a view to “imposing” a democracy by 
force.

Progress on the Farm 


One of the greatest social and economic 
advances made in the prairies during the past 
15 vears has been the rapid electrification of 
rural areas. 

While a strong controversy has raged 
over whether the government or private en- 
terprise is best equipped to supply farms with 
power, there have been great strides made 
by both in serving rural districts. 

Extension of electric service to rural areas 
has had important effect upon farm life and 
activity . Not only do rural families enjoy the 
advantages and conveniences of electric appli- 
ances but farm work has been facilitated by 
the use of power which conserves manpower 
and makes possible greater and more econ- 
omic productivity. 

And it should be apparent that introduc- 
tion of electricity to thousands of farm homes, 
not counting the other activities served in the 
rural areas, means a tremendous market for 
the manufacturers of electrical devices and 
appliances, 

This, in turn, means business for whole- 
salers and retailers as Well as those who serve 
the electrical needs of farm customers. 

This is one instance of a trend wherein 
better living standards to one portion of the 
population has contributed to the welfare of 
the entire population.

Death Is So Final 

A splintering of wood, a dull thud and 
tragedy descended upon a little group of 
children who, but a moment before, had 
made the playground reecho with their 
happy shouts. 

The heavy beam which had formed part 
of a playground swing was lifted from the 
broken body of a little child. Death drew a 
curtain across a life scarcely begun. 

The shock and grief which darkened the 
child’s home may be imagined; the loss to 
the community was inestimable. 

Such an accident could happen here. 
Playground equipment, even in perfect con- 
dition, is something of a hazard. In poor 
condition it invites disaster. 

What have vou done to protect your child 
from such a fate? Have you ever looked at 
the equipment on which your child plays, 
either in your yard or in the community play- 
ground? Do you know how often school 
playground equipment is checked or if it ever 
is? 

If accidents are to be prevented the best 
in equipment must be provided and we must 
insist on its periodic inspection. Also there 
should be competent playground supervision.

Treat Tourists Fairly, 
Gov’t Minister Urges 


Don't try to “stick” the tourist, be truthful and don't 
exaggerate Alberta’s attractions, always show tourists kind- 


ness, courtesy and service. 


That was the main message de- 
livered by Hon. A. J. Hooke, min- 
ister of economic affairs for Al- 
berta. 


Mr. Hooke said that tourists 
don’t come to Alberta primarily 
to spend money. They come for 
recreation, for reasons of health, 
for fishing and hunting, and often 
to look over business prospects. 

“Sticking” the tourist, over- 
charging for food, accomodation 
or services would be killing the 
goose that lays the golden egg, he 
declared. “‘We don’t want people 
to think that Alberta is only for 
tourists with plenty of money to 
spend.” 

Exaggeration of the attractions 
of Alberta, the minister said, was 
not only unnecessary but would 
probably lead to bad results. With
